Statement of purpose of bill as introduced:  This bill proposes to allow holders 7 

of a manufacturer’s or rectifier’s license to acquire a first- or third-class license 8 

to sell their products at a tasting room that is not located on property 9 

contiguous with the manufacturing location. 10

(f)  With the approval of the Board of Liquor and Lottery, the control 6 

commissioners may grant a third-class license to the holder of a manufacturer’s 7 

or rectifier’s license for the purpose of operating a satellite location where the 8 

manufacturer or rectifier sells alcoholic beverages manufactured by the 9 

licensee for on-premises consumption. 10 

Sec. 3.  EFFECTIVE DATE 11 

This act shall take effect on July 1, 2022. 12
